A windstorm, accompanied by thun- 
der and G@riving rain, swept down upon 
Chicago from the Canadian northwest 
a-few hours ahead of the weather 
man’s schedule last right, broke the 
heat wave and sent the mercury tum- 
bling 31 degrees in a few hours. The 
thermometer fell 6 degrees in one min- 
ute when the storm struck at 10:45. 

Chicago sweltering under 96 at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon — the peak of 
the eight day torrid spell and the rec- 
ord for the year— went shivering to 
bed at midnight with the mercury at 
66. But in spite of this great drop, 
there was a subsequent upward tend- 
ency, so there’s no peril of freezing 
today. 

Although the weather bureau report- 
ed the torrential downpour which yes- 
terday assumed the proportions of a 
tornado in St. Paul, Minn., where 


probably would not reach Chicago 
until tonight, it was ushered in shortly 
before 11 o'clock by a gale estimated 
by the coast guard crews at from 
forty to fifty miles an hour.

The rain, following the wind by half

"The welcome drop in temperature 
ended the hottest June 25 in Chicago’s 
history. Acccording to Prof. Henry J. 
Cox, the mercury rose to within two 
degrees of the June record registered 
on June 9 and 10, 1911. Seven more 
deaths were reported to the police as 
‘attributable to the excessive heat. 

The storm skipped Kansas and Mis- 
sourt, where temperatures of 100 de- 
igtees and. over were recorded. It cut 
a path southeasterly through Milwau- 
kee. At La Crosse, Wis., the wind 
blew Gown hundreds of trees, disrupt- 
ing street car traffic, and throwing the 
city into darknees.

The weather forecasters at Wash- 
ington issued a bulletin last night pre 
dicting the storm will travel eastward 
from. hére through the Ohio valley, 
bringing cooler temperatures in that 
district today as well as to New Eng- 
‘land and the Atlantic seaboard gen- 
erally.

The first sign of hydrophobia in a 
dog is change in diaposition. The dog 
becomes depressed, stuporous, loses its 
appetite and chews wood. Later they 
develop a tendency to wander. Then 
they become maniacal. Finally, tney be- 
come paralyzed, the paralysis starting in 
the hind legs. In a few cases, known 
as the paralytic type, the paralysis geems 
td be the first and about the only sign 
of the disease. When the dog w to be 
killed, he should be shot through the 
body, never th the head. In all 
cases of doubt, the head of the doz 
should be cut’ off, packed with boracic 
acid, wrapped well in oil cloth aad sent 
to the laboratory for microscopic diag- 
nosis. If the head is shipped in hot 
weather, it should be packed in ics. 

A person bitten by a dog should have 
the ‘wounds thoroughly cauterized witi 
fuming nitric acid. This is effective in 
preventing bydrophobia if it is thor- 
oughly done within twenty-four hours 
after thé bite. Burning with actual cau- 
tery, with carbolic acid and with forma!- 
dehyde can be done but they drop in 
effectiveness in the order given.

The plan or scheme usually ends in a 
pert of the contributing members los- 
fing all the money they have contributed. 
“If any of these ‘suit clubs’ are in 
operation in your county it is respect- 
fully suggested that steps be taken by 
you to ascertain under what partiedlar 
plan they are being operated and-com- 
ducted, in order that necessary action 
may be taken tn case they are found to 
be in violation of the lawe of this state. 
“I hope you will give this matter sour 
attention, and that you_will premptly

Camp Funds 


Board of Trade Gives All 
Milk Needed. 


BY LOUISE JAMES BARGELT. 

In big ways and small, by huge sums 
and lesser ones, Camp Algonquin, big- 
ger and more hospitable than ever this 
summer, will be maintained through- 
out its long season. 

One of its staunchest friends and 
supporters, the Chicago Board of Trade, 
is continuing its interest this year by 
furnishing all the milk and ice which 
is used at the camp. It is estimated 
that around 10,000. gallons of milk 
alone will be consumed this summers 
so that the magnitude of the contribu- 
tion is quite appreciable. 

Last year the Board of Trade fur- 
nished 8,800 gallons of milk, in addi- 
tion to putting down cement walks 
throughout the lower part of the camp, 
where the buildings which they have 
erected in years past are located. The 
board installed a 10,000 gallon water 
tank to supply the Board of Trade 
buildings, bought 100 wooden rocking 
chairs for the women, and obtained a 
boat wit liné motor. , 

Since ing of Camp Aigon- 
quin the Board of Trade has been ac- 
tively interested in it and together 
with Tus Trisune and the Oak Park 
churches has built and equipped the 
principal buildings out there.
